1. Current Developments : 

a, Antlatrike Leglslatlon ffill Go to Piet ; The Government, following & period 
of apparent indecision, has decided to go ahead with an at tampt to secure passag« 
of legislation restricting strikes in the coal and power Industries, On 13 June 
Left-wing Socialist AKAWATSU Isamu, Cha irman of the Lower House La bor Committe«, 
approached Deputy Prime Minister OGATA Ta ke tor a with a proposal that plans to 
present the legislation be cancelled, OGATA turned doim the proposal and the 
present Schedule calls for early c r^ns ideration of the bili in the Diet, The Løft- 
ning Socialist Party on 13 dune decided to hold a joint meeting of party members 
of Labor, Ca binet and Judiciary Af fa irs conanittees to take up means of blocking 
the bili. On 14 June, Right -wing Socialist Party Chairman JCAWAKAMI Jotaro 
announced that hia party would jaa with the Left-wing Socialists in oppoaing 
the antistrike bili. 
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
